Accordingly, claim 32 should be amended between lines 13 
and 14 to indicate that a conversion is made for the items of the second list between a non- 
sortable format and a sortable format. 

Claim 32 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
